The storm that battered so fiercely on 
the east coast of Ireland last week, causing 
so much consternation among shipping ia 
Dublin Bay, does not seem to have been 
quite so violent on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Strangely enough, the gale of 1825, that 
did such damage on Tory Island, was not 
so severe about Dublin. In the course of 
that storm the lower part of Tory Island 
was swept by the mountainous waves; 
the potato crop was washed out of the 
ground; the corn crop was ruined, and 
worst of all, the drinking water was 
rendered useless by the invasion of sea 
water, that made itself felt for a long time, 
in the wells and springs of the islani', 
At a later date some of the Tory islanders 
were driven by stress of weather to ths 


mainland, where they had to remain fox } 


several days. A certain Mr. Stewart, of 
Ards, provided food and shelter for them ; 
he also provided a piper for their amuse- 
ment. | ‘ 

None of those islanders had ever visited 
the mainiand before, we are told; and the 
things that most astonished them. were the 
trees. From these they pliacked some 
leaves and took them back to the island 
to show to their friends at home. It is 
hard to imarine in 1 -ae days that the 
people of Tory Island should ever have 
gs so entirely cut off from the main- 
and. 


Sheep and Briars. 


Sheep-owners had an anxious time in 
the blizzard that visited us recently, 
especially those who live in hilly districts, 
where deep drifts of snow. were soon piled 
up. Yet there is another enemy than 
snow. Unlike the blizzard, it is always 
with us, no matter what hedge-cutting 
may be done, though strenuous efforts on 
the part of a man with*a “ slashers ” are 
sure to do something to check its progress. 
Ever since the Biblical ram was aught in 
the thicket, sheep are being gripped by 
the strong, tough briars that grow in so 
many hedgerows in this country. For a 
while they struggle, and become more 
firmly entangled; but at last they are 
forced to stand, held as though in a vice, 
and, unless someone comes to free them, 
they must stay there until they starve. 
In the hilly district of County Dublin the 
briars seem to be particularly malignant, 
and it is an easy matter to overlook the 
absence of one sheep from a scattered 
flock. Just at first the prisoner calls 
plaintively, and, if someone is there to 
hear, its release is assured. As time goes 
on, however, its cries become fainter, and 
it may be due to some casual passer in 
that direction that it is found and set 
free,

. the electrical measurement 
of illuminatidn. Before it could be used fon 
accurate measurement, however, it was 
necessary to know certain facts about its 
behaviow?, 

The paper dealt with the behaviour of these 
cells in strong light, such as daylight, and 
the effect of temperature and exposure on 
their sensitivity, Experiments to discover 
the sensitivity of the cells of different colours 
also were recorded. 

The results of these experiments showed 
that the cells might conveniently be used 
for comparative measurement of daylight. 
However, they did not appear to be either 
as accurate or as long-lived as some earlier 
forms of photo-electric cell. 

Mr. Carroll gave an account. of research 
carried out by him on the potato root eel- 
worm, which, he said, was # very important 
parasite of the potato crop in different areas 
around the Irish coast, particularly at Rush, 
County Dublin; the. Arran Islands, and the 
Dingle peninsula, County Kerry. The paper 
set forth historical data concerning the 

arasite on the. Continent and in Great 

ritain, and gave details of Mr. Carroll's 

own experiments on the soil in County 
Dublin, wherehy the parasite was rendered 
inmoecuous to the tuber. Symptoms of the 
disease were described, and much information 
was given concerning the class of soil on 
which the parasite occurred, and the manner 
in which it spread. 

This was the first time, Mr. Carroll said. 
that a publication! dealing with the“ parasite | 
had appeared in this country.

The Railways Bill. 

We print to-day the Free State Govern- 
ment’s Road Transport and Railways Bills, 
which, with the Road Traffic Bill, embody 
its full policy for the reorganisation of 
national transport. The two bills, abun- 
dant in detail, demand. careful study, but 
even a first reading of them establishes the 
main point. These bills will not meet the 
urgent needs of the Free State railways, 
and, as we greatly fear, cannot ‘restore 
their shattered fortunes: While the rail- 
ways are released from some restrictions, 
others of a yet more onerous character are 
imposed on them ; the bills deny to them 
that free hand. which they claim as an 
essential condition not merely of progress, 
but of continued life. The gist of the 
Road Transport Bill can be given in a 
sentence. In the first place, it compels 
all tramsport of merchandise and: passen- 
gers by road to qperate under licence ; and, 
in the next plage, it authorises the rail- 
ways, subje.t to the Government's consent, 
to transfer any such licences to themselves. 
They must pay compensation for these 
transfers, with further compensation for 
disemployed labour ; and the terms of such 
transfer will be settled by an arbitrator. As 
the Great Southern Railways explained in 
a recent statement, they are ready at this 
moment to take over, and to discharge 
efficiently, the entire road transport of 
Their hope was 
that, freed from unjust restrictions, they 


the twenty-six counties. 


could eliminate surviving road competition 
by the ordinary processes of trade. Now 
it appears that they must buy their com- 
petitors off the roads, and must furnish 
liberal compensation to everybody whom 
those competitors employ. 

The Railways Bill not only—like the 
Road Transport Bill—eheats the railways’ 
hopes, but attacks vested interests in an 
almost revolutionary fashion. We cannot 
believe that it will pass the Dáil without 
the strongest and most substantial pro- 
test. 
drastic reduction of the Great Southern 
Company's capital from £26,000,000 ‘tc 
£12,000,000. One hundred pounds of 4 
per cent, Debenture Stock are reduced to 
£85, of 4 per cent. Guaranteed Preference 
Stock to £50, of 4 per cent. Preference 
Stock to £35, and of Ordinary Stock to 
£10. Many thousands of small and im- 
poverished shareholders will learn this 
news with the utmost consternation. It 
is true that for the past year the Great 
Southern Railways paid no dividends, and 
that in recent months other important 
companies, faced with similar trouble, 
have made large reductions of capital. The 
Free State Government’s proposal, how- 
ever, has peculiar and most. disquieting 
features. In the first place, there is no 
suggestion that the shareholders of the 
Great Southern Railways have been. con- 
sulted about the reduction of their capital, 
or that the directors have consented to it. 
In the next place, the ordinary rights 3! 
Debenture holders, such as the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, are ignored. Another 
instance of the Government’s high-handed 
policy is found in its decision to repeal! 
the London, Midland and Scottish Com- 
pany’s nomination of a director, which is 
valid by the law not only of the 
Oireachtas, but of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Furthermore, the bill reduces the 
Great Southern Company’s 
directors from twelve to seven. : 

In no part of the Railways Bill will 
the shareholders find any reward for their 
compulsory sacrifices, Its four corners 
embrace no prospect of improved traffic 
or of large economies. Restrictions seem 
to be multiplied rather than removed. 
The principle of ‘‘ standard revenue’’ 
survives, and will be readjusted to the 
new situation. The overbearing hand of 
the Railway Tribunal will continue to 
cramp’ tie railways’ initiative’ fn ‘all 
matters of freights and charges: One 
concession, indeed, might be valuable if a 
condition imposed by the Government had 
not made it meaningless. The - bill 
authorises the railway companies to dis- 
continue or to reduce unprofitable train 
services, but, in every case, they must 
provide an alternative road service and 
must compensate redundant workers. 
Can anybody suppose that a road service 
will be profitable in a district where the 
railway has failed to pay its way? The 
truth is that, while the Free State 
Government has kept its promise in the 
car, it has broken it in the. fact. 
Although, technically, the bill is not a 
nationalisation bill, the influence of the 
Labour Party, which keeps the Govern- 
ment im power, is stam on every 
j line, In effect, the State, under this bill, 
{| asserts an almost complete control of the 
| railways. Imperiously regardless of the 
shareholders’ interests, it is piously care- 
ful to safeguard every real, or alleged, 
claim of labour. The, net result is a 
measure which increases the’ railways’ 
burdens and will do nothing to set them 
on their feet. One thing is certain—that 
now the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany will be unable to forego the recent

Unequal Taxation 


A striking iniquity of the British 
system of taxation lies in its treatment of 
the co-operative societies. The share- | 
holders in an ordinary public company | 
must pay the full rate of income tax on. 
their dividends ; the companies themselves 
are liable to corporation tax, but the co- 
operative society and its members escape, | 
if not scot-free, at any rate with a com- 
paratively light payment to the State. 
These societies are liable to income tax in 
respect of land and buildings which they | 
own, but their other holdings and their | 
trading profits evade all taxation. The | 
English co-operative societies have at- | 
tained a degree of size and wealth which | 
has no parallel in the Free State. It is. 
estimated that during 1931-2, if they had | 
been liable to. taxation at the ordinary 
rate, the Treasury would have benefited 
by an additional £1,000,000; their busi- 
ness during the present fiscal year woald 
have authorised taxation to the extent of | 
£1,200,000. This freedom of the co-opera-

In all probability the Chancellor will act | 
on the committee’s report, and the neces- | 
sary amendment of the law will be made 
in this year’s Finance Bill. The reform 
will create widespread discontent through- 
out Great Britain and Northern Ireland: 
but the impartial observer will admit that 
it was required.

A.“ Bread War,” 


The many poor people of Belfast are 
benefiting widely as a result of the | 
so-called -“ bread war ” which is being | 
waged in the city. Some time ago a price- 
cutting campaign was set in motion, and 
local baking firms have been contending 
with one another ih an efíort to reduce 
prices. Last week 'the price of the two- 
pound loaf was reduced by Belfast bakeries 
to twopence-halfpenny. Hitherto’ ,the 
normal price had been fourpence, and the 
action of these two firms made bread in 
Belfast cheaper. than it had been before 
the Great War. Now it seems that the 
‘war ” has gone even farther; for it is 
announced that two local firms have 
reduced their price to one penny-three- 
farthings, as compared with twopence- 
three-farthings in 1914. Obviously, the¥e 
prices are uneconomic; but it is an ill 
wind that blows nobody good, and many 
hundreds of poor people are rejoicing. To a 
certain extent the drastic reduction of 
bread prices, not only in Belfast, but also 
in other parts of Northern Ireland, may be 
attributed to the Free State’s heavy im- 
port duty on bread supplies from the 
North ; and there is no doubt that prevail- 
ing prices in Belfast are artificial. In 
Dublin, for example, bread costs fourpence- 
farthing for the two-pound loaf, or two 
and a-half times as much as the latest 
price in Belfast. In all teades, while 
heavy price reductions are welcomed by 
the consuming public, such wholesale 
‘cuts’ eventually must be harmful. 
ff, however, baking firms can afford to 
sell their bread at one penny-three- 
farthings for the two-pound loaf, there 
must be something radically at fault with 
the general economy of the baking 
business. aes

day. Although the predictions that the 
incorporation of Jehol in the new State 
would signalise the anniversary have 
not been tulfilled, the Japanese are con- 
ident that Manchukuo will not be mach 
older when this is accomplished, 

The lull on all fronts this morning \-as 
the prelude to an intensive renewal of tie 
Japanese offensive, in which it 1s reported 
that the capture of Yehchihkou marks a. 
important advance. 

Following an aerial bombardment of the 
Chinese position, the Yoneyama detach 
ment of the Hatteri Brigade drove out the 
Chinese, who retreated in the direction ©! 
Lingyuan. 

The Paishihtsu Pass is still being sub 
jected to a heavy artillery bombardment 
but the aeroplanes flying overhead are 
merely observing and photographing, ana 
not dropping bombs.

Yu Hsueh, 
Chung, Chinese Commander in thet area, 
against his making entrenchment; and 
other defences at the entrance of Tientsin 
River in preparation for a possible Japa- 
nese attack. 

The protest was based on the argument 


that the defences violatéd the Boxer 
Protocol. The Chinese replied that they 
were being accused of breaking the

Mrs. D. M. Large, well known as writer 
and novelist “of present-day Trish life, will 
deliver a public lecture on ‘In Search ot 
Ireland ’’ in Rathmichael Schoolhouse (beside 
Shankill station), to-morrow, at 5.30 p.m.

I then 
intended to write out my cheque for that 
amount and hand it. jn as a proof of the pos- 
sibility of large fraud. “This time coincided 
with one of those times of temporary financial 
embarrassment that. comes to the majority of 
people. Foolishly I delayed handing the 
money back. That has proved to be ‘my 
downfall, as I eventually decided to retain 
the money and the fraud was committed. 
This led to other similar incidents and to an 
accumulation ef more than three’ years’ 
salary.”’ 


“I ASK FOR MY\JOB.” 

The statement proceeded :— 

“I have confessed my terrible fall and ask 
for more than leniency. I ask for my job, 
for the trust of yourself and of Rayson 
(secretary) for the powe: to repay and the 
chance to recuperation.”’ 

Prosecuting counsel said that the frauds 
were all alike in the respect that Davies 
obtained a signature of Mr. Charles Mitchell, 
the chairman of the firm, by a gross decep- 
tion. Generally, accused man put a false 
doeument among a number of genuine ones, 
hiding the true nature of the document in 
some instances by fixing to it a credit note 
or similar panes In one case at least the 
por to which the signature was appended 

ad been a blank sheet when signed. 

Counsel added that. Davies carefully chose 
his time for ringing the changes by going 
to Mr. Mitchell when he was extremely busy 
or going off to catch a train. He disposed 
of the 5 Be in two ways. He was treasurer 
of the British Christian Endeavour Union, 
the funds of which he operated under his sole 
control by his signature alone. Those funds 
they assumed to be in order. They had 
nothing to do with these charges except that 
the banking account of that Union, which 
Davies kept at a King’s Cross (London) 
branch of a bank, was utilised by him in dis- 
posing of the cheques. 

Mr. Charles Mitchell, in evidence, said that 
Davies threw himself on the mercy of the 
firm. . “I could only look upon this very 
grave matter,” said Mr. Mitchell, “from my 
company's point of view, and as a citizen 
from the public point of view, and that these 
two points must be my primary considera- 
tion.”’ 

Davies was remanded for a week. Bail of 
£2,000 was allowed.

TROOPS FIRED TO AVOID 
MASSACRE. 


Fro Rxevrer’® CORRESPONDENT, 
LAUSANNE, Tuesday. 

A report on the events leading up to the 
riots in Geneva oh November 9th last, 
when troops fired on the crowd and thirteen 
ersons were killed and sixty injured, has 
bha issued by the Swiss military 
autht cities. 

The report comes to the conclusion that, 
had the troops not fired with ball 
cartridge, they would have been massacred 
by the crowd. 

It declares that the. evidence of 
witnesses is unanimous that the plan of 
uttack by the crowd had been organised 
down to the last detail. The recruits 
made every effort to defend themselves. 
They struck a number of the aggressors 
with the butts of their rifles, and bravely 
did their utmost to defend their officers. 
who were the rioters’ principal target. 

The soldiers were kicked, fisticuffed, 
and truncheoned by the ringleaders, who 
threw pepper in their eyes, and eighty 


officers, N.C.O.’s and men were beaten 
or injured. | 
The firing by the troops was preceded 


by -verbal summons and then twice by 
trumpet blasts, and, in the opinion of an 
eye-witness, suflicient time elapsed between 
the warnings and the fire order for the 
mob to halt or withdraw. a sufficient 
distance- to render the firing unnecessary. 
The firing did not last more ‘than ten to 
fifteen seconds. 


CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURES ACT.

Industry and Commerce. 

All individuals atid companies affected by 
the Ae should take immediate steps to regu 
larise their position. In cases where a licence 
is required early application therefor should 
be made on the prescri form, copies ¢ 
which may ‘be obtdined from the Secretary, 
Department of Industry and Commerce, Lord

CHAIRMAN ON TRADE 
DEPRESSION.

OORK, Tuesday. 


At the annual meeting of the shareholders 
of Messrs. Cash and Co., Ltd., Cork, to- 
day, Senator J. ©.

Agricultural conditions, while bad, were 
not worse than in England or the Six 
Counties. 

Referring to the Cork Industrial Fair, he 
said that the promoters hoped, with the 
assistance of the Government, to open it for 
a shorter period this year, and give an oppor- 
tunity to those manufacturers who had since 
started industries to avail to the fullest of 
its advantages. i 

Continuing, he said that Cash’s profits 
for the year were £340 lower at £3,303. He 
favoured the decision come to recommend- 
ing that the same dividend as last year be 
paid, as the carry-over warranted it, and the 
circimstances of the time required it. They 
again reduced their debentures somewhat, as 
was customary when the opportunity pre- 


sented itself. Their reserves remained the 
same.
